Feds probe Northwest feeding deal

Legal action will be taken 
against the towa Beef 
Processora-North West 
Feeders Inc. joint venture 
this week or early next, an 
informed Wasldngton, D.C. 
source has revealed to 
Western Livestock Journal. 

Both the USDA’s Packers 
and Stockyards Administra¬ 
tion and the Justice 
Department have opened 


investigations into the joint 
venture between IBP and 
six of the Pacific North¬ 
west’s largest cattle feeding 
operations. The legal action 
will likely take the form of a 
restraining order, an ad¬ 
ministrative action, or both. 
But tbo government agen¬ 
cies are each investigating 
different areas. 

The P&SA is delving into 
the issue of custom feeding 
and how it relates to the 
joint venture partnership. 
Regulations forbid custom 
feeders from owning pack¬ 


ing plants and forbid pack¬ 
ers from boing connected 
with custom feeders. Nano 
of the six fecdlots wore 
considered custom feeders 
prior to the agreement. 


The government allows a 
feedlot owning its cattle on 
feed to make agreements 
with packers. But the 
ownership on the joint 
venture cattle is a legal 


point that hasn't been 
legally defined yet. The 
P&SA could rule either way 
on this.

Meat processors group will 
challenge USDA nitrite ban 


The American Assn, of 
Meat Processors (AAMP), a 
nonprofit trade association 
representing about 1600 
small meat processors in the 
U.S. and Canada, said it will 
bring suit against the 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture to prevent a threatened 
ban against the traditional 
use of nitrates and nitrites 
in meat curing. 

AAMP, based in Eliza¬ 
bethtown, Pa., said USDA 
hns indicated a ban might 
he forthcoming for those 


ingredients in cured pro¬ 
ducts unless the industry 
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that the curing agents do 
not cause cancer, 

Robert Madeira, AAMP 
executive director, said the 
suit will be filed In a Federal 
District Court, to challenge 
tho proposed ban on the 
premise USDA has no legal 
authority to issue a ban. 
Madeira said it is not yet 
decided with which court 
the suit will be filed.

Japan will raise the 
import surcharge on chiOed 
beef from tho current $1.37 
por kilogram to about $2.35 
in November, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
reported. 

The Increase is intended 
to absorb profits accruing to 
Japanese importers from 
the appreciation of the yen, 
and from a recent drop in 
world beef prices, thereby 
keeping imported beef 
prices in line with domestic 
meat, USDA said. The 
surcharge will be used to 
subsidize domestic pro¬ 
ducers and to improve 
domestic beef distribution. 

Imports of beef into 
Japan are tightly controlled 
by various quotas. The total 
quota for beef In the first, 
half of Japan's fiscal year 
1977-78 was 40,000 tons. 
The U.S. normally supplies 
about 10-12% of the quota, 
mostly in the form of 
chilled, boneless beef.

A proposed farmers 
strike is not the answer to 
low grain priceB received by 
farmers, according to presi¬ 
dent of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation Allan 
Grant. 

Grant said a better 
solution is for farmers and 
the federal administration 
to do everything possible to 
increase the flow of wheat 
and feedgrains into export 
markets. 

A group of farmers 


advocating n strike on Dec. 
14 has demanded 100% of 
parity price supports by the 
strike deadline. The strike 
advocates have sponsored 
demonstrations in Denver 
and Pueblo, Colo., and 
Amarillo, Texas. 

Grant said the U.S. would 
price Itself out of world 
markets if it mot the strike 
advocates* demands for full 
parity on farm products. 
Full parity for wheat is $5.03 
at the farm, Grant said. 


“We hnve wheat coming 
out of our ears and nobody's 
going to pay the full parity 
price." 

"There is only one price 
for wheat, and that is the 
price someone is willing to 
pay, 11 he added. 


Grant called for stepped 
up action under PL 480 and 
said population growth 
would indicate a strong 
demand for U.S. wheat on 
future world markets. 


Hearing on imported meat labeling 
bill set for Scottsbluff, Nov. 22 


A Congressional hearing 
on a bill requiring labeling 
and tighter inspection of 
Imported meat and dairy 
products will be held in 
Scottsbluff, Neb., Nov. 22. 

The hearing, conducted 
by the Livestock and Grains 
Subcommittee of the House 


Agriculture Committee, will 
begin at 9 a.m. at the 
Nebraska Western College 
Theatre, 1801 E. 27th St. 
The hearing la being held to 
take testimony on H.R. 
4239, and three similar 
pieces of legislation. The 
bill will require the same 


type of rigid inspection for 
Imported meat and dairy 
products that American 
produced products are now 
subject to. This bill also 
requires that meet and dairy 
products brought into the 
U.S. be labeled as imported

Mover testifies: 

‘If you can’t trust gov’t, who can you trust?’ 


A surprise witness at a 
California state Senate 
hearing on agriculture and 
water resources in El 
Centro, Calif., called Inter¬ 
ior Department Secretary 
Cecil Andrus' proposed 
implementation of a 1902 
law limiting federal irriga¬ 
tion water to 160 acres per 
fanner a "total miscarriage 
of justice.” 

The witness was former 
assistant Secretary of

Agriculture Bob Meyer who 
resigned exactly a week 
before this Oct. 28 hearing. 
Meyer, not listed as one of 
the 42 speakers slated to 
appear, owns 2000 acres of 
land in Imperial County. 

Meyer reiterated that 
Imperial Valley farmers 
made an agreement with 
the government (in L&93 the 
Interior Secretary exempted 
Imperial Valley farmers 
from the 1902 law); "If you 


can't trust our government 
who can you trust?** 

Meyer said he was 
1 'appalled*' that California 
Governor Jerry Brown and 
state director of agriculture 
Leland Brown have re¬ 
mained silent on this isBue.' 
"It's a moral issue and if 
these two people continue to 
hide behind their desks and 
blame the courts they don't 
belong in office.*’ 

Meyer told the Senate 


committee he thought they 
should go on record now 
against the proposed Imple¬ 
mentation or they would not 
"qualify for a chapter in 
profiles in courage. ” 
Before he introduced 
Meyer, committee chair¬ 
man Senator Ruben Ayala 
sold he hoped Meyer was 
not going to run for the state 
Senate. Meyer answered, 
"If there is one thing I have

The Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), has 
taken another step to curb 
the use of some drugs at 
subtherapeutic levels in 
anlipni feeds, this time 
proposing to eliminate most 
subtherapeutic use of chlor- 
tetraCycUne and oxytetra- 
, cycling in animal: feeds. 


The proposal, published 
in the Federal Register.Qct. 
21, parallels a similar 
proposal published in the 
Federal Register Aug. SO to 
prohibit routine uses of 
penicillin in animal feeds. 

Under the new proposal, 
several subtherapeutic uses 
of both chlortetracycline 


and oxytetracycline would 
be allowed. .

Dr. L.B. Totuiuon, re¬ 
cently named to direct the 
Federation's Tokyo office, 
will attend the meeting and 
report oh potential Far EaBt 
meat export sales. Federa¬ 
tion President Alan ‘Bud’ 
Mlddaugh said all Inter¬ 
ested stockmen are wel¬ 
come to attend. 

Farm-retail price 
spread increases 

The farm-retail price 
spread for a market basket 
of foods in September 
averaged 8 . 6 % above a year 
earlier, the U.S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture re¬ 
ported. 

Substantial increases in 
marketing spreads for pork 
and oilseed products and 
more moderate increases. 
for bakery and cereal . 
products were about offset 
by decreases for poultry, 
ogg and fresh fruit and 
vegetables. 

Returns to farmers for 
market basket foods de¬ 
creased 1.7% from August 
to September as farm values. 
were down sharply for 
oilseeds, fresh vegetables 
and hogs but up for poultry 
and fresh fruits.

TSCRA voices opposition to gov’t 
meddling into private water rights 


The Texas and South¬ 
western Cattle Raisers 
Assn, views the continuing 
involvement of the govern¬ 
ment in private water rights 
as dangerous and is 
vigorously opposing any 
further invasion or restric¬ 
tion. 

The resolution was one of 
five passed by TSCRA 
directors during their quar¬ 
terly meeting Oct. 21-22 in 
Victoria, Texas, says J.A. 
Whittenburg IH, ■ associa¬ 
tion president from Ama¬ 
rillo, Texas. More than 260 
directors, committeemen 
and their families attended 
the fall meeting. 

The cattlemen, repre¬ 
senting 14,000 beef pro¬ 
ducers throughout Texas 
and surrounding states, 
also urged final adoption of 
a single document of 
regulations and rules gov¬ 
erning the tick eradication 
program by the Texas 
Animal Health Commis¬ 
sion. 

"We have requested the 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture to furnish all 
acaricides, vats and other 
dipping facilities used in 
fever tick eradication, so 
that the limited state and 
county fundB may be 
concentrated on the surveil¬ 
lance activities called for in 
the joint tick eradication 


programs with the USDA," 
says Whittenburg. 

Opposition was regis¬ 
tered against H.R. Bill 39 by 
Udalletal, which could turn 
up to one-third of Alaska 
into a federally-designated 
"wilderness area." The 
ranchers said the Wilder¬ 
ness Act of 1064 has 
removed vast areas of the 
public domain from their 
use, forced taxpayers to pay 
for these "recreation 
areas'* enjoyed by only a 
handful and denied access 
to the lands’ vast natural 
resources vital to the 
nation's future. They de¬ 
manded that adequate 
public information be given 
in the future before 
Congress considers attach¬ 
ing other lands for this 
purpose. 

The cattlemen, drouth- 
stricken and financially- 
depressed from prolonged 
low prices, were given some 
hope by Dr. Ed Uvacek, 
livestock economist with the 
Texas A&M Extension 
Service at College Station. 
He foresees feeder prices 
from 41-43 cents lb. in the 
last quarter of this year, 
about the same through 
March 1978 and 46-40 cents 
lb. in the second quarter of 
1978. The worst is over, he 
says, but 1978 does look like 
another year of cattle 


liquidation. Uvacek was a 
guest speaker of the TSCRA I 
marketing committee. 

Richard McDougal, pres¬ 
ident of the National 
Cattlemen's Assn, from 
Lovelock, Nev., advised 
that ranchers, as an 
oppressed minority, can ill 
afford to be nice guys and 
the new political stance 
adopted by his group would 
reflect a hard-nosed ap¬ 
proach to the issues. NCA, 
founded Sept. 1 by the 
merger of the American 
National Cattlemen's Assn, 
and the National Livestock 
Feeders Assn., is headquar¬ 
tered in Denver. 

McDougal shared speak¬ 
ing honors with Dr. Jarvis 
Miller, new president of 
Texas A&M University. The 
native Texan assured the 
ranchers that the university 
would continue to aid the 
industry through research, 
special services, informa¬ 
tion and the development of 
young leaders. He added 
that while the university 
population would probably 
level at 35,000 students, its 
services — like the recently 
expanded research station 
network — would continue 
to grow. 

TSCRA will hold its 101st 
annual convention and 
trade show in San Antonio, 
Texas, March 23-26, 1978.

Texas Tech joins in research 
to control fire ant threat 


Texas Tech University 
has joined in the research to 
find ways to control the 
imported pest, the fire ant, 
as a result of 3200,000 in 
stato funds spread over two 
years. 

Texas Department of 
Agriculture Commissioner 
Reagan V. Brown an¬ 
nounced in Lubbock that the 
funds would be coming to 
Texas Tech, 8100,000 each 
of the next two years, to 
help fight the fire ant. 

Already infesting some 
36 million Texas acres, the 
fire ant poses a safety and 
economics problem for 
farmers and ranchers and a 
health hazard to all people 
in the Infested areas, 
according to a report by the 
state agriculture depart¬ 
ment. The fire ant has. 
Infested more than L6Q 
million' acres in nine 
Southern states. 

Westward movement of 
the ant in Texas has come as' 
far as the Renville area. 

Texas Tech research, 
centered primarily In the 
Departments of Entomol- 


Station at College Station 
has for several years 
investigated methods of 
controlling the pest through 
genetics and chemicals that 
will not contribute to envi¬ 
ronmental pollution. 

That research will con¬ 
tinue, and Texas Tech and 
the experiment station 
efforts will be coordinated 
to prevent duplication, 
Sanders said. 

Texas Tech work also will 
evaluate the existing quar¬ 
antine measures being used 
by state and federal 
agricultural authorities. 

The vicious fire ant not 
only attacks and sickens 
people and farm animals 
but also builds large 
mounds that present haz¬ 
ards to farm work and 
destroy terrain. The ant also 
feeds on newborn livestock 
and poultry or crops. 

Mirex, the controversial 
pesticide, has been used in 
South Texas and apparently 
has been an effective pesti¬ 
cide in controlling fire ants, 
but, unless an extension is 
granted, an Environmental.

The National Cattlemen’s 
Assn. haB cautioned the 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture against allowing 
"food faddists" to dictate 
policy and programs for the 
nation’s school lunch pro¬ 
gram. 

In testimony during 
hearings of the USDA Food 
and Nutrition Service in 
Denver, Colo., Mrs. JoAnn 
Smith, chairwoman of 
NCA’s Product Research 
Committee, said the Ameri¬ 
can cattle industry agrees 
with the proposed program 
goals of "meeting the 
nutritional needs of children 
of varying ages and 
bringing lunch require¬ 
ments into line with 1974 
Recommended Dietary Al¬ 
lowances." However, she 
expressed concern that 
zealots unqualified in nutri¬ 
tional matters could ser¬ 
iously harm the existing 
lunch program unless ex¬ 
treme care and discretion 
are exercised by the Food 
and Nutrition Service. 

“That many Americans 
eat too much food is 
recognized," Mrs. Smith 
obsyved, "but an even 
greater problem is that 
Americans eat too much of 
the wrong foods. Any 
encouragement to eat more 
of the wrong foods by 
altering a balanced, nutri¬ 
tionally sound diet would be 
a serious mistake." 

To assure the National 
School Lunch Program is 
not changed for the worse in 
a misguided effort to bring 
about improvement, NCA 
recommended that the Food 
and Nutrition Service: 


1) Use extreme caution in 
the use of educational and 
involvement programs to 
assure that only Bound, 
proven nutritional informa¬ 
tion be provided; 

2) Utilize educational 
efforts to downgrade the 
“empty" calorie value of 
high calorie-low nutrient 
density foods often referred 
to as “junk" foods; 

3) Strongly encourage the 
use of meat in the National 
School Lunch Program; 
and, 

4) Take advantage of the 
current oversupply situa¬ 
tion of beef in making 
purchases, utilize only 
domestically produced 
meat, and discourage the 
use of red meat substitutes 


or imitations. 

If nutritional evidence is 
used in measuring food 
value, Mrs. Smith said, 
meat will become an even 


more important part of the 
school lunch program. 

"Meat is without a doubt 
one of the best sources of 
iron available — at a time

when wo are being 
bombarded with television 
advertisements hawking 
pills to cure iron deficien¬ 
cies," she said. "Meat has 
always been recognized as a 
key source of high quality 
protein, but it also ranks 
high as a source of vitamins 
A, C, and D and minerals 
such as copper, cobalt, 
manganese, zinc and alum¬ 
inum.’' 

Meat is also an extremely 
beneficial food in weight 
reduction diets, according 
to Mrs. Smith. With 
"nutrient density" (nu¬ 
trient-calorie ratio) of over 
growing concern to nutri¬ 
tionists, consumers can 
expect to hear more and 
more references to this 
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comparative term in weight 
loss clinics. A ratio of one to 
one Indicates equal per¬ 
centages of calories and 
another nutrient in a food. 
However, using beef os an 
example, a typical cut of 
round stoak provides a 
protein to calorie ratio offi.3 
to one, an extremely high 
nutrient density rating. 

"Taken in total context, 
tho nutritive value of meat, 
its ability to retain nutrients 
under normal handling 
methods, its digestibility, 
its satiety value and 
therapeutic value lead tothe 
conclusion that increased 
meat in the school lunch 
program is not only 
desirable from the stand¬ 
point of good health, but 
also from the standpoint of 
economics," Mrs. Smith 
noted.

contagious disease of cattle 
and other livestock. It also 
sffects humans as undulant 
fever. 

APHIS reports that from 
Aug. 1, 1976 to Aug. 1. 
1077, the number of herdB 
quarantined for the disease 
fell 17% - from 9,829 to 
8,163. 

Louisiana ondTexaB were 
among the 7 states showing 
the greatest decrease in 
infected herd numbers. 
Louisiana dropped from 
1,156 to 624 and Texas 
numbers decreased from 
3,260 to 2,835. 

Other Southwestern 
states reported decreases as 
follows: Arkansas — 424 to 
377; Colorado — 41 to 21; 
Kansas - 114 to 103; New 
Mexico — 20 to 11; 
Oklahoma — 646 to 619. 

Perhaps even more sig¬ 
nificant, the MCI reactor 
rate decreased from 0.716% 
in 1976 to 0.660% in 1976 
and to 0.473% in the first 
half of 1977. About 90% of 
all mature female cattle 
slaughtered annually are 
tested under MCI for 
brucellosis. 

In the first half of 1977,36 
states reported drops in 
their MCI reactor rates.

rate for the U.S. In 1934 was 
11.5%. Today It is less than 
one-half percent. 

Principal reasons for the 
recent progress in combat¬ 
ting brucellosis are in¬ 
creased spending and 
concentration on the dis¬ 
ease. Also, those states with 
the greatest brucellosis 
problems increased their 
participation in the program 
to eradicate the disease. 

"We cannot report an 
entirely rosy picture, how¬ 
ever," Dr. Mulhem said. 
Although nationwide the 
number of herds quaran¬ 
tined for brucellosis de¬ 
creased during the first half 
of 1977, some states showed 
increases. Of the problem 
states — those in the 
southeastern and south 
central U.S. — quarantined 
herd numbers went up in 
several states. 

"We can't think of the 
cost of the program in terms 
of the present losses created 
by the disease. We have 


greatly reduced those Wo must change the 
losses,” Dr. Mulhem said, attitude of industry and 
"We must think of what the regulatory officials,” said 
disease could do if it wore Dr. Mulhern. 


left uncontrolled. All the 
expenses of tho program 
will be counteracted by 
losses we won't have after 
the disease is eradicated.

Today livestock produ¬ 
cers incur losses of about 
$30 million yearly from 
brucellosis. The losses are 
from abortion, decreased 
milk production, and the 
need to purchase replace¬ 
ment cattle. 

This Hbs decreased from 
$100 million in 1947 — 
that's the equivalent of $300 
million in 1977 dollars. 

USD A estimates that if 
allowed to run unchecked, 
losses of up to $850 million 
would be reached within 10 
years. 

“Tho important need for 
the brucellosis program 
right now is commitment. 


"I feel confident that we 
have tho technical know¬ 
how to eradicate the 
disoaso. But wishing it away 
won't make it so,” he 
emphasized. “We’ve got a 
lot of hard work ahead. With 
cooperation, we con beat 
brucellosis.’*

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Economists promote help for U.S. meat industry 


Throe U.S. university 
economists told a House 
Small Business Committee 
that unless something is 
done to remove possible 
anti-competitive marketing 
practices in the U.S. beef 
industry, the situation will 
only worsen. 

Harold Breimyer of the 
University of Missouri's 
Economics Department, 
urged an in-depth study of 
the problem. "Now that a 
few large firms have risen to 
prominence in both process¬ 
ing and retailing and 
particularly now that so 
much of the trade is on 
formula priced orders the 
conditions for getting good 
market information are no 
longer present," he said. 

Breimyer added that with 
so much trading done on 
formula, the incentive for 
any firm with even the 
slightest inclination 
"toward guile, to try to 
influence the base price for 
the formula, is almost 


irresistible." Therefore, he 
said a law enrrying penalties 
for misreporting of price 
and other markeL trading 
information to a certified 
market reporter is desir¬ 
able. 

According to Breimyer, 
there are three solutions 
that might be looked at in 
the study he proposed be 
made of the whole market¬ 
ing and pricing situation in 
livestock and meat. One is 
to drift into a non-market 
economy, letting large firms 
drive out small ones. 
Another is a cooperatively 
organized livestock econ¬ 
omy which includes live¬ 
stock farmers' group action. 
A third choice is r true 
market economy with man¬ 
datory reporting and crim¬ 
inal penalties for misreport- 
ing. 

James Cothem of the 
University of California said 
present reporting systems 
coming from a variety of 
federal state market news 


reporting centers "provide 
reasonably good coverage 
for the majority of live (ent¬ 
ile) sales." However, he 
said one trade publication, 
The Yellow Sheet, has 
inadequacies that should lit* 
corrected. Cothem said the 
lackofanyU.S. Department 
of Agriculture daily report- 
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ing K-rvin- lenveu n virliml 
monopoly of doily wholesale 
market news reporting in 
the hands nf this Yellow 
Sheet.

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Farmland values in the 
scvenlh federal reserve 
district, which includes 
portions of Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, 
and Iowa, declined 1.2% 
during the third quarter of 
1977, marking the first 
downturn in nearly 17 
years. 

According to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Chicago, 
the decrease was revealed 
through responses to the 
bank's regular quarterly 
survey of 600 agricultural 
bankers. An unusually large 
proportion of reporting 
bankers expect the trend to 
continue downward during 
the current quarter. 

Third-quarter changes in 
farmland values varied 
widely among the district 
states, ranging from an 
increase of 4% in Wisconsin 
to a decrease of 8% in 
Illinois. Indiana farmland 
values also declined slight¬ 
ly , while Iowa and Michigan 
reported essentially no 
change. 

However, farmland 
prices are reported to still 
he above 1976 levels in all 
five states. 

The softening in farmland 
values had been anticipated 
for several months. It 
reflects the declining net 
farm earnings in recent 
years and the prospects of a 
further drop this year 
stemming from depressed 
corn and soybean prices.

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Wheat deficiency payment of 
65c bushel 'virtually certain' 


Data on the average 
wheat price received by 
U.S. farmers during Octo¬ 
ber show farmers are 
"virtually certain" to re¬ 
ceive the maximum 65 cents 
a bushel in deficiency 
payments on the 1977 crop, 
a U.S. Department of 
Agriculture specialist re¬ 
ported. 

The new farm bill 
requires that farmers re¬ 
ceive direct government 
payments if the national 
average price received 
during the first five months 
of the marketing year - 
June to October — is less 
than the target price. A 
maximum payment on the 
1977 crop of 66 cents is 
allowed if the national 
average price received is 
less than the 1977 crop loan 
rate of 82.26 a bushel. In 
that case, farmers receive 
the difference between the 
1977 target price of 82.90 
and the $2.26 loan rate, or 
66 cents a bushel. 

The preliminary average 
wheat price during October 
was $2.26 a bushel, 
according to USDA figures 
released Oct. 31. ThB 
average price received 
during June was $2.03, 
$2.04 during July, $2.13 
during August, and $2.16 
during September. 

The USDA specialist said 
payments probably will not 
go out to farmers until Dec. 

1 because the October price 
received still is preliminary. 
The October price waB 
calculated at mid-month 
and will be finalized in the 
next month's USDA price 
report to be released Nov. 
30. Total government outlay 
to the farmers could be 
about $1.3 billion. 

However, the spokesman 
said Bince a 66 cent per 
bushel payment is assured, 
it is possible USDA may not 
wait for the final October 
price.before beginning to 
process payments to farm¬ 
ers. 

The payment to each farm 
is determined as follows: 

The payment rate (66 
cents) is multiplied by the 
allotment for each form, 
multiplied by an individual 
farm yield. 

The individual form yield, 
in most caBBB, is ‘ set by 


county Agriculture Stabili¬ 
zation and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) committees. 

Those yields must be 
average to a 1977 crop 
national farm program 
payment yield of 32 bushels 
per aere, the USDA 
spokesman said. The acre¬ 
age eligible for payments 
cannot excoed the 62.2 
million acre 1977 national 
wheat allotment. Wheat 
plantings for harvest in 1977 
were 66.6 million acres, 
according to USDA’s Octo¬ 
ber crop production report.

New regulations to fur¬ 
ther define packer and 
dealer roles in prompt pay 
and trust account regula¬ 
tions have been issued by 
the USDA, and went into 
effect Nov. 1. 

The amendments to the 
Packers and Stockyards Act 
in September of 1976 were 
general in nature, and left a 
few undefined areas, mostly 


affecting packers, dealers 
and market agencies. The 
1976 amendments provided 
for payment for livestock 
within the close of business 
tho day after the sale, and 
required a trust account to 
insure those livestock could 
be paid for. 

The new regulations 
state: written agreements 
must be obtained before- 


Japan to hike beef quota 


Japan told Australia it 
would increase beef imports 
for the sue months starting 
in October to 50,000 tons — 
10,000 tons more than in the 
preceding half-year period, . 
government sources said. 

The sources said the 
decision was made known to 
Australian vice minister of 
foreign trade D.H. McKay, 
now in Japan for talks with 
Japanese officials on beef 
problems. 

At the same time, the 
sources said Japan’s deci¬ 
sion wbb passed along to the 
U.S., New Zealand and 
other beef suppliers. 

The decision came after 
persistent demands by 
Australia and New Zealand 


— two major beef suppliers 
for Japan — that Tokyo 
increase its import quotas. 

The sources said the 
next half-year quota would 
include 40,000 tons in 
ordinary imports and 10,000 
tons in a special quota for 
school lunches, hotels and 
others.

Credit dealings in cattle 
for slaughter by packers or 
their agents are allowable 
only under certain circum¬ 
stances: the seller signs a 
statement prior to the 
transaction acknowledging 
he is waiving his rights, and 
the seller receives a copy of 
the above statement and it 


is retained in tho packer's 
records fur two years. 

Huncofurth, any payment 
for livestock by draft by 
packers or tlicir agents is 
considered buying on credit 
□nd requires credit acknow¬ 
ledgement from the seller. 

When a cash seller feels 
his rights are being violated 
and he has not received 
payment, the USDA notes, 
certain steps must be taken 
to assure the seller doesn’t 
forfeit his rights to the trust 
account. The seller should 
give written notice to the 
packer, and file a copy with 
the USDA within 15 
business days after he finds 
payment has not been 
honored. 

USDA extends 
FmHA deadline 

The USDA has extended 
the deadline for accepting 
applications for Former 
Home Administration dis¬ 
aster emergency loans until 
Dec. 2,1977. This applies to 
those counties which have 
been declared drouth emer¬ 
gency impact areas. Farm¬ 
ers and ranchers lacking 
other sources of necessary 
credit may apply to FmHA 
county offices for Loans to 
compensate for physical 
and production losses sus¬ 
tained from the drouth. 


Satellites may help in 
estimating crop acreages 


Satellite imagery pro¬ 
vided by U.S. Landsal 
vehicles inuy have future 
promise in estimating some 
crop acreages, according to 
Lhe U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

USDA said it based its 
report on results of a 
technical report on 1975 
crop acreage experiments in 
Illinois. The Department 
said its Statistical Reporting 
Service attempted to match 
acreage indications genera¬ 
ted from the Landsat 11 
satellite during July and 
August.

ran CATTLE PRICES, while holding near steady in 
most locations, wero disappointing. With beof prices up to 
new highs of the year responsive strength had been 
anticipated in live cattle prices. Packers, reluctant to 
advance offering prices found enough willing sellers 
through the western Cornbelt to maintain slaughter and, in 
some cases, increase inventories. 

It took only a slight deterioration of packer margins to 
cause packers to reduce their bids. In many cases, they 
were reportedly bidding lower money than feeders were 
willing to accept and filling in by picking up the cattle that 
had previously been weighed back. This permitted them to 
bid lower for Jive cattle while they maintained control of 
carcass pricing.
